How did you get your name? I just wanted something a bit 
different, it wasn't named after the fizzy drink and I was called 
Tango weN before the adverts came out. 

How long have you actually been Into the scene altogether? 
About 2 1/2 years now, IVe actually been playing out for nearly 2 
years. 

When did you start mixing? I started DJ'ing when I was 18 (about 
4 years ago). At the time I was into Hip Hop, so I bought my decks 
to team to scratch with, but when I found I wasnl really progressing 
in that area I started to get into faster records (house and early 
breakbeat stuff) and it went from there. 

Whafs the first rave (party) you ever went to? Shelly's, in Stoke- 
on-Trent. 

What did you like about It? I think what attracted me was the fact 
that people didn't really care how you dressed or what you looked 
ftke, the were just out for a good time. I also remember people I had 
never met before coming up to me and shaking my hand and being 
really friendly, something that you just don't find at your average 
"shirt and tie* night club. 

What was your first break that actually got you any work? My 
first break that actually got me any work was Total Kaos in 
Leicester for DJ SS, because I was signed to his record label 
(Formation) he put me on his do's. I played at Shelley's a few times 
as well. 

How many records have you released to date? IVe actually had 
12 releases, some on Formation, some on white label and remixes 
for other people as well. 

A lot of people have said to get anywhere In this scene, you've 
got to know the right people, do you think this Is true? 

Admittedly, it does help to know the right people, but you cant 
really expect to get anywhere unless you have something good to 
offer to begin with. 

What Clubs do you like playing at? I like Quest a lot at the 
moment, The Edge which is a good club, Milwaukees that's a 
wicked dub as weU. 

Do you prefer to play In any specific areas of the country? I do 
like the Midlands, I haven't done a lot of work down south, only 
places like Clacton, Plymouth and Devon recently. 

Would you like to make your name as a DJ or Record 
Producer? Both, really. I'm starting to get a bit of a name for myself 
from my trax but I'd like to get myself a better name for my DJ'ing 
because that's what I enjoy doing the most. 

Who are you managed by? I am managed by Fibre Optic 
Promotions. 

What are your plans for the future? At present, I am working on 
new E.P.'s with Ratty and Fallout, and doing a fair bit of remix work 


for various people. I shall hopefully be releasing a new EP. in the 
new year. 

Do you tee yourself DJ'ing In years to come? I can? see why 
not really because I was mixing before I got into the rave scene. 
What do you think of the hip-hop Influence In the tunes that 
are about now? Some of its good like the breakbeats but I'm not 
too sure about using rap samples, only if they are used well. 

What do you think of the music thafs about at the moment? 
There's a bt of good music out there at the moment there are still a 
lot of people out there putting out basically average jungle tracks for 
the sake of it but there is some very good quality music about, I 
think people are making a bit more of an effort to be a bit more 
original as well. 

Do you go for a different style when you make your trax? 
Sometimes, I do. I'll say that I want to do a certain style of track and 
I aim to do that style and it comes out that way but recently IVe 
been trying to do something different. It's good to try different stuff 
because it helps the music progress then. 

Have you ever done any PA's? IVe done a few including 2 Dance 
Planets and The Edge twice. 

What do you think of PA's? I personally don? like doing them, its 
too false, its a lot of aggravation getting everything organised and 
it's all too false standing there pretending to play on a keyboard. I'd 
prefer to be actually doing something. 

What labels do you rate? Moving Shadow, they've got a lot of 
good stuff out, Reinforced, Formation and Basement Records. 

What about DJ's? Ratty, Doc Scott, Grooveride, Fallout and 
Randall. Musically, I rate Pascal and Sponge, Doc Scott, SS and 
Jack Smooth at the moment. 

Where do you feel the scene Is going? There was a spell where 
everything was dark, dark, dark and I think it drove people away, 
but everybody seems to be steering away from that a bit now, and 
getting into simply good music. I personally think it doesn? have to 
be dark, just good music, that's what I try to play really. I'm hoping 
the scenes gonna stay around a while, it has a lot of good elements 
to it. 

I personally think that more of the trax should be made for the 
women. I don? know about the Midlands, but down south I think its 
more directed at the men 
when at the end of the day 
both sexes should be 
catered for.

EXPLAIN YOURSELF BY CALLING ONUS 
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On a cool November afternoon myself and the 
Atmosphere dictaphone trekked down to London's Black 
Market Records to share a few words with Ray Keith - 
here's what he had to say. 

Real Name: Ray Keith Age: 26 Uves:Colchester, Essex 
What was the first party you went to? The very first one 
was Land of Oz at Heaven. 

What music were you into before? I was always playing 
soul, hip-hop, and jazz - that's what I started out with. 

When did you start mixing? From the early age of 15. 
Why did you start? tt was all the silly little things really 
like when your family is having a party and you're on the 
Hi-Fi with 2 cassettes. I suppose it all just escalated from 
there really. I got my own mobile disco and I started doing 
weddings and stuff. 

When you started did you see it as more of a hobby 
or did you think you'd actually make anything out of 
it? I never tliought yeah I can make a living out of this IVe 
always enjoyed playing and making people dance. 

Did you find it hard to get work when you started? As 
an outsider, no not really, I was working all around the 
outskirts of London. Places like Cambridge, Yarmouth, 
and Ipswich so my name was getting familiar. 

Were you getting work through sending out tapes? 
No, I started with a couple of guys from East Underground 
Radio, which was round my area. I was one of the main 
jocks and there was a few others as well. I was also 
playing at Laristo's in Colchester and the Embassy Suite. 
How long have you been mixing house now? About 5-6 
years now I suppose. I worked at City Sounds in Holbom 
for 4 years and then moved to Black Market. 

Do you think there was any specific break as a DJ that 
got you noticed? I think ifs to do with consistency, IVe 
always been a regular. I think it was the Astoria that broke 
me through when I was a resident for the Crazy Club the 
new boys then were people like me, Mathew B, Kenny 
Ken, and LTJ Bukem. Then I moved out from the Crazy 
Club and got my first break up north with Neville from 
Amnesia House and that took me up north and since then 
I've played all over the place. Iceland, Italy, Magaluf, 
Switzerland and Northern Ireland. 

What was the first record you made? The very first one 
that got me noticed was the Orbital 'Got To Keep The Fire 
Burning”. That was a big record for us and the first person 
to play it even before I has a copy was Grooverider and he 
sort of broke my name through as a DJ/Producer. Then 
came Dune 1 and Dune 2, then I went on to do the Tapes 
and Destroy, after that I did a remix for Deja Vu Records 
and Baby D's "Let Me Be Your Fantasy’. Just lately I've 
done "Sweet Sensation’ remix, 'Dubplate" remix, Cloud 
9's "You Got Me Burning" remix and something for 
Formation. 

Was the "Dubplate” remix the track that did the best? 
Not really because in terms of sales I'd say Orbital did the 
best because there was a lot more sales then anyway, but 
in terms of recognition on the scene to say that I wasn't 
just a sampler was "Dubplate”. 


There's rumours that Nookie has something to do with 
the stuff you do as well Gavin (Nookie) is my engineer. 
People misinterpret something if someone is you engineer 
they twiddle the knobs and you come with the ideas. 

Do you think your success with making tracks has 
helped you as a DJ? Yeah, I would say so, it gets your 
name more noticed. I mean, a lot of people know me for 
producing tracks as welt as playing. What I make is not 
necessarily what I play, I mean, I still enjoy proper House 
(real drum and bass) and I like techno as well but in this 
scene you get categorised like when I go north I'm not 
playing jungle it's more like a cross section of everything. I 
think if you're a DJ you should be able to play anything. 

As far as music goes, where do you think the scene is 
going? Working in the shop, I think it's got a lot more 
musical. A little while ago someone sampled one of my 
tracks and said to me as well I used to do it but at the end 
of the day we were the pioneers that broke through 
sampling. We sampled things and now we're learning 
where we've finished off today and where the youth wants 
to come in today they've got to come with something 
different, ifs no good sampling 6 tunes that have just been 
made. 

You're not going to get recognised by being the same 
as someone else? That's it and at the end of the day 
you're looking for originality. 

As far as playing music goes, what do you actually 
prefer playing? I dont really have a preference, all I want 
to do is go out and make people dance on a Friday & 
Saturday - whatever it takes. There's no limits to what it 
can be if the tune is ruff and ifs got a groove I'll play it! 

Do you play out often? Yeah, about 2-3 on a Friday and 
2-3 on a Saturday. 

Do you work with an MC? Yeah, my MC is MC Montana 
and weVe been together 6 years and he's started to get 
noticed and that's a good thing on my behalf. 

Do you rate any other MCs? There are a lot of good 
MC's out there, but my man knows how to play and it 
works well, I rate MC MC, MC GQ, MC Reality, MC 
Juiceman and MC Free & Easy. 

Whereabouts in the country do you like playing? 
London's my home, so I cant knock that at all. 

Do you think you get the best crowd response in 
London? No, not at all. The best crowd response is up 
north places like Stoke-on-Trent and places where they 
dont get it, 1 think ifs all starting to go underground. 

What do you think is the best event you've ever played 
at? I wouldn't like to say, I like the Astoria, I love the 
Lazerdrome, Paradise and I used to like playing at Stoke- 
on-Trent. I cant really say the best thing I've played at, as 
they are all experiences BCM in Magaluf was good, 
Northern Ireland was wicked and all the old warehouse 
parties round my way were good, but I cant really pick any 
specific one. 

What do you think of the music scene outside of 
Britain? I think if you look at dance music, we've always 
been ahead. Different styles have always come from 
different countries like the techno thing, came from 
Germany, the Detroit thing came from Derrick May and 
Kevin Saunderson. I'm talking about early house, them 
boys are the people to look at. All the boys that started it 
have gone into different things, I mean, now you've got so 
many different fields you got, junglist, breakbeat, drum & 
bass, techno, freestyle, whatever you want to call it there's 
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just too many categories now. 

I think Bukem just developed another category. Yeah, the 
Rollin Category. 

Do you still go out if you're not playing? Yeah, I go out to listen 
to other DJs, I think thafs important to have a listen to the up-and- 
coming DJs and the boys that are doing it at the moment. 

What advice have you got for up-and-comings? It was hard 
work when we started off, no-one wanted to be a DJ. A DJ wasn't a 
trendy thing, it was just someone who played music and that was it 
but over the years, through popularity and really through the public 
ifs not you that makes yourself a successful DJ, ifs the public. My 
advice is get your beats together, make sure your consistent and at 
the end of the day, ifs about meeting people. 

Who are you managed by? I'm with Groove Connection now. 

How did you manage to get on their books? Hard work. I've 
been playing out alot, I've always tried to stay consistent. I've done 
a lot of tracks also IVe helped a lot of people like the Johnny 
1 Jungle Boys, when they first started Reinforced and Production 
I House. IVe always tried to get involved wherever I can, II believe in 
unity. This scene is too small to be shouting at each other. Before 
I Groove I was with FX for about 2 years then I signed a 3 month 
' contract with Fluid Motion, but I did Sarah at groove Connection a 
lot of tapes like garage, drum and bass and some techno then I 
had a couple of interviews with her and I think it was a good step to 
move into. To be included in the lines of Fabio, Groove, Frost, 
Bukem and Brian Gee. 

Do you think it has helped you getting work? I was always 
consistent with work in London anyway so that wasn't really a 
problem. But it was up north and work abroad which people book 
obviously through agents. 

What DJ’s do you rate? I think everyone who's out there 
contributing I rate, that's a more honest opinion. I like and I've 


always followed Fabio and Groove, plus Kenny Ken, Mickey Finn, 
Frost and Brian Gee who have been there from the beginning and 
Younghead, Pedro basically anyone who's out there playing at the 
weekend all have something to contribute. 

What about producers? Again everyone who's out there has got 
something different to offer whether its Roger Sanchez, Derrick 
May, Kevin Saunderson, Grooverider, Fabio. Whoever I like to see 
what 1 s happening in ail different scenes. 

Same for labels? Yeah, reinforced, Movin Shadow and Suburban 
Base. They've all been there for some time. IVe seen a lot of labels 
come and go but theyVe been there for time and you cant knock 
them for that. Also legend Records I think are tearin at the moment 
along with DJ Crystal, Doc Scott, SS and Bizzy B who are coming 
through with 
some fresh 
ideas.

Bizzy 
B will be releasing some made tracks soon, the best of which being Ruff and Tumble's Innocence and the 
Specialist's Free on Brain Progression, and the Brain Crew on Brain Records. Other tuff tracks worth mentioning are 
Naughty Trax Vol 1 on Rugged Vinyl, DJ Wax's Moments In Dark, Aero on Force 10 Records and De Underground's 
Blind Date EP - their best release to date. I don't usually review the deep jungle trax but check out The Source on 
Awesome Records, rolling! Track of the month this month, has to be shared again between Jam Master Jay and 

Richie on Moving Shadow (remix soon) and Cape Fear on Tone Def Records, awesome tunes, guys! Dubrunner 
signing off.
